1.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  service>s  of  the  Chief  Bacteriologist  of  the  Emergencj^ 
Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital,  Noj-tham])1on  are  always 
available  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  Infectious  Disease.  The 
Local  Authority  bears  a share  of  the  cost  of  this  service,  this 
Council's  contribution  being  £0  os.  Od.  per  annum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisioti  of  the  Diphtheria  Anti-foxin 
(Outside  London)  Order,  Did,  arrangements  an'  made  with  the 
local  chemists  whereby  Medical  Practitioners  may  obtain  at  the 
shortest  notice  a sup])ly  of  anti-toxin  free  of  charge. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Infectious  cases  the  ambulance  from  the  Isolation  Hospital 
is  available  and  for  non- Infectious  cases  and  accidents  the  St.  John 
And)ulance  stationed  in  Daventry  is  used. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Tliis  excellent  work  is  carried  out  hy  tlie  Staff  of  tlie  County 
Nursing  Association. 

Hospital. 

Medical  ajid  Surgical  cases  are  generally  sent  to  either  the 
Northampton  General  Hosjntal  or  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  (’ross, 
R ugby.  Cases  of  a chronic  nature  may  he  admitted  to  the  Haventiy 
Pul)lic  Assistance  Institution. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Staverton  is  administered  and 
maintained  by  the  Western  Northamptonshire  Joint  Isolation 
Hos})ital  Board,  of  which  this  Local  Authority  is  a constituent 
body.

Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

These  are  provided  by  the  ('ounty  Comicil,  and  are  held 
Monthly  aJ  Byfield,  Loi\g  Buckby  and  Weedon  and  Fortnightly  at 
Daventry.  33ie  Medical  Officer  in  ch.arge  of  these  centres  is  an 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Superintendent  is  the 
Local  H('alth  Visitor.  A Local  Voluntary  ('ommittee  of  ladies 
r(‘nd('T-  vah'.ablc  aiid  much  appreciated  work  in  connection  with  these 
centres.  l)i])htheria  Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  at  these 
centres. 
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THE  ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC. 


This  (Millie  is  provided  hy  tiu*  County  Council  and  staffed  hy 
its  Officers  and  is  held  twice  Monthly  at  Daventry. 

AN  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC  is  held  Monthly  at  Daviuitry. 
MMiis  is  a local  branch  clinic  of  tin*  Mantield  Orthopai.lic  Hosjiifal. 

2.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 
Water  Supply. 

MMiere  has  been  great  shortage  o^'  water,  esjiecially  in  the 
Parishes  of  Preston  (.'a|X's,  Piverdon  and  Newnhani.  MMiroughout 
the  summer,  water  had  to  he  carted  in  large  tanks  twice  weekly  to 
storage  receptacles  in  these  villages.  MMiis  has  ])roved  to  he  a 
costly  and  wholly  unsatisfactor}^  means  of  su])ply. 

MMie  low  rainfall  of  1042-48  has  caused  a drying  up  of  many 
shallow  wells  which  are  the  only  means  of  su})ply  to  many  villages. 
These  shallow  wells  are  a constant  source  of  danger  from  surface 
pollution.  Bacteriological  reports  have  proved  time  and  again 
water  from  these  wells  to  he  unfit  for  Iniman  consumj)f  ion,  and 
the  users  of  all  water  from  such  wells  for  domestic  use  liave  been 
advised  from  time  to  time  to  hoil  all  water. 

Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. 

This  is  fully  dealt  with  in  the  (Miief  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

River  Pollution  Prevention  Act,  1876. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  under  review. 

Disinfection. 

All  houses  from  which  Infectious  Disea.se  cases  were  removed 
were  disinfected  hy  the  Sanitary  Staff. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  was  no  cause  for  action  under  this  heading  during  the 
year. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Under  the  Pid)lic  Health  Act.  PKlh,  Section  2i)h,  no  Licences 
were  granted  hy  the  Local  Authority. 


Rat  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

All  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  the  (jhief  Saiiitary  Inspector. 

A contract  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  the  Council’s  Refuse 
Ti])s  was  made  with  the  County  Council  Rat  Infestation  Department, 
Avhich  has  ])roved  wholly  satisfactory. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  is  fully  dealt  with  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

The  present  system  of  collection  of  household  refuse  from  the 
various  Parishes  by  indirect  labour  leaves  much  to  be  desired, 
but  this  was  the  only  means  of  carrying  out  this  work  during  Avar 
time. 

With  the  return  of  peaee,  the  Authority  Avill  be  strongly 
advised  to  do  this  essential  work  by  direct  labour,  using  only 
coven'd  motor  vehicles  which  are  especially  constructed  for  such 
Avork. 


3.  HOUSING. 

This  ]Aroblem  becomes  more  acute  as  the  j^ears  go  by. 

To  ease,  to  a minor  extent  this  shortage,  the  Council  haA^e 
permitted  OAvners  of  condemned  houses  to  let  them  tenpAorarily 
under  the  terms  of  the  Defence  Regulations,  1939.  A nund)er  of 
houses  haA^e  been  licensed  throuehout  the  District,  but  such  licenses 
Avhich  Avere  issued  in  1940,  ha\*e  long  expired. 

Arising  out  of  the  Hobhouse  Report  on  Rural  Housing,  a 
confer(?}ice  Avas  convened  by  the  Noidhamptonshire  County  Council 
and  attended  by  members  and  staff  of  the  various  Rural  Districts 
Councils  i}i  the  County.  At  this  conference  it  AA'as  unanimously 
agreed  to  form  a Committee  to  be  called  the  Joint  County  Committee 
on  Rural  Housing. 

This  committee  and  various  sub-committees  has  specified  a 
standard  to  Avhich  all  Avorking  class  houses  in  the  County  should 
be  raised  in  a suggested  period  of  ten  years,  this  standard  has  been 
ado])ted  by  your  Coimcil. 

it  h our  existing  staff  it  is  quite  im])ossil)lc  to  start  a Housing 
(Survey  at  piesent.  HoAA'e\"er,  Avhen  such  a surv'cv  is  completed 
the  figures  Avill  reveal  that  about  7“)%  of  the  houses,  Avhich  haA^e 
been  survej^ed,  are  in  a Ioav  category  and  many  unfit  for  human 
habitation.

Dysentery. 

An  epidemic  witli  its  centre  in  Weedon  and  Flore  districts 
commenced  on  March  .‘Ust,  and  reached  its  ])eak  about  A])ril  Stli. 
Roughly  lot)  patients  were  affected,  Milk  and  W'ater  were  the 
susj)ected  vehicles,  but  bacteriological  investigation  proved  this 
not  to  be  the  case.  From  the  stools  of  many  of  the  ])atients  the 
Bacillus  of  Soune  Dysentery  was  discovered. 

A similar  epidemic  both  in  severity  and  season  occurred 
among  the  soldiers  in  Weedon  Barracks.  There  again  about  100 
persons  were  effected  and  the  organism  responsible  was  the  Bacillus 
of  vSoune  Dysentery.  No  vehicle  was  discovered. 

The  epidemic  spread  throughout  the  County  and  was  un- 
doubtedly propogated  by  direct  contact  and  not  by  any  specific 
vehicle. 

Diphtheria. 

There  was  1 case  of  Diphtheria,  a female  aged  .’10  years,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  person  concerned  had 
not  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria.

Still  more  remains  to  be  done  as  a new  population  of  children 
requiring  to  be  immunised  comes  of  age  each  year. 

The  best  time  for  immunisation  is  at  the  age  of  1 year  and 
immunisation  is  carried  out  either  at  the  Schools  or  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic. 

The  success  of  the  campaign  is  largely  due  to  the  publicity 
efforts  of  the  County  Council,  Health  Visitors  and  the  Teachers  of 
the  Schools. 

Application  for  immimisation  may  be  made  to  the  Health 
Visitors,  Miss  J.  Hudson,  The  Bank,  Badby,  and  Miss  W.  K.  Waugh, 
Lime  Avenue,  Long  Buckby,  or  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Dr.  C.  T.  Darwent,  County  Offices,  Guildhall  Road,  Northampton, 
or  to  the  Daventry  Rural  Distric^t  Council  Offices,  44,  Hiyh  Street, 
Daventry. 

Scabies. 

Under  the  Sciabies  Order,  11)41,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  been  given  o.xtensive  powers  to  deal  with  cases  of  scal)ies. 
Scabies,  fortunately,  was  not  a major  problem  in  the  Dave.,  ry 
Rural  District  dui-ing  the  year  uiuh'r  review  and  it  was  fo  .;d 
unnecessary  to  e.vercise  sucli  powers. 

d'he  number  of  scabies  notilied  was  12. 

Case's  were  treated  at  home  with  the  help  of  the  Health  Visitor 
and  where  facilities  for  treatment  at  home  aio  not  adecpiate,  the 
cases  are  usually  treated  at  the  Daventry  Ihiblic  Assistance 
Institution. 
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The  ([uestion  of  setting  uj)  and  |>roviding  a cleansing  station 
for  scabies  was  discussed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  the 
Borough  Council  jointly,  but  it  was  decided  that  the  number  of 
cases  bad  not  justitied  the  setting  u])  of  such  a cleansing  station.

HOUSING. 

Under  this  heading  1 am  including  reference  to  the  Housing 
Act,  1025-1036,  Housing  Act  1025-1036  (Overcrowding)  and 
Housing  Act  (Agricidtural  Rural  Workers  Houses). 

Housing  work  in  the  District  has  been  made  increasingly 
difficult  during  the  years  of  war  owing  to  the  shortage  of  lal)our 
and  materials  generally,  so  thal  only  rei)airs  of  a minor  nature 
could  be  carried  out.  Even  so  as  much  attention  as  was  possible 
under  the  circumstances  was  given  to  Housing  work. 

Under  a scheme  relating  to  works  of  rej)airs,  etc.,  to  })roperties, 
it  was  esscjitial  by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry  of 
Works,  that  certificates  for  such  work  be  granted  so  that  the 
required  materials  for  the  work  to  be  done  could  be  obtained. 
Foi’  the  purj)ose  of  granting  Certificates  that  sucli  AAorks  were 
essential,  considerable  extra  work  was  thrown  on  my  department, 
involving  maii'y  inspections  and  visits  to  projerties  and  interviews 
with  owners  and  l)uilders,  and  as  a result  27  properties  had  works 
of  repairs,  etc.,  carried  out  at  a total  cost  to  the  owners  of  £4,979. 
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The  following  lioihses  were  built  and  completed  during  the  year 
for  the  occupation  of  Agricultural  Labourers  : —

It  has  not  been  ])ossible  during  the  year  to  kecj)  a detailed 
check  of  overcrowding  in  the  district.  It  is  known  that  there  is 
some  overerowditig,  but  not  to  a very  large  extent,  and  such 
overerowdijig  has  been  primarily  caused  by  the  number  of  evacuees 
and  the  inHux  of  refugees,  which  have  been  housed  in  the  district,

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  23  Parishes  in  the  district  wiiich  are  su])})lied  by 
Public  Svipplies,  20  l)y  Daventry  llTiral  District  Council  and  3 by 
privately  owned  supplies.  During  the  year  there  were  shortages  of 
water  and  unsatisfactory  supplies  in  the  parishes  of  Woodford  Halse 
and  Byfield  and  Weedon  Bee  and  Flore,  these  are  the  Council’s 
Public  Su})plies.  The  chief  reason  for  this  shortage  was  the  Con- 
siderable quantity  of  water  taken  by  the  Military  Authorities  for 
VV’eedon  Barracks  and  Billets,  and  at  Bytield  for  the  Prisoner  of 
War  Camp. 

Other  Parishes  atfected  l)y  shortage  of  su})plies  wen'  Everdon, 
Helidon,  Newjdiam,  Preston  Capes  and  Whilt(»n,  these  parishes  arc 
chieHy  sup[)lied  by  })rivately  owned  shallow  wells  and  springs  which 
hiiled.  With  the  exce])tion  of  Helidon,  water  had  to  be  carted  by 
lorry  to  these  parishes  at  a considerable  cost  and  with  labour 
tlifficulties. 

'file  Council  had  under  consideration  Public  Supplies  for  these 
Parishes,  but  owing  to  war  coiulitions  little  progress  was  made.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  Eleven  Parishes  of  the  District  there  are  Servers  and 
Sewerage  Disposal  Works,  in  Tavo  parishes  the  works  are  priA  ately 
owned  and  in  addition  there  are  Three  parislies  in  Avhich  part  of 
the  Sewage  is  treated  at  temporary  w'orks.  Water  Closets  are  in 
general  use  in  all  of  these  parishes. 

In  the  remaining  parishes  there  are  a few  Water  ('losets,  but 
the  chief  lavatory  accommodation  is  Pail  Closet,  Elsan  Pail  Closet, 
and  Privies.

'J'lns  district  being  a reception  area,  there,  were  1,110  evacnees 
still  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  in  addition  there  were  a 
good  number  of  refugees.  A considerable  amount  of  time  was 
s])ent  on  tl\e  housing  of  tlie.se  per.sons  and  also  in  dealing  with  the 
many  and  varied  difficulties  which  were  constantly  cro])ping  uj). 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  112  schools  in  the  District,  and  the.se  have  been 
generally  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  22  Bakehouses  in  the  District  and  most  of  them 
are  structurally  poor,  being  very  old  premises.  Generally  it  was 
found  that  regular  lime  washing  and  cleansing  had  been  carried  out, 
and  a good  standard  of  cleanliiiess  maintained. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1937. 

There  are  98  premises  on  the  Register,  which  are  chiefly 
workshops,  together  with  a number  of  war  time  workjilaces.  the 
Register  is  u]>-to-date. 

'I’wo  lists  of  outworkers  were  received,  one  in  -lanuary  and  one 
in  July,  each  list  contained  the  name  of  One  outworker,  the  premises 
were  visited  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

SCAVENGING. 

Hou.sehold  Refuse  (Collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council 
in  21  Parishes  of  the  District.  The  work  being  carried  out  by 
Annual  Contracts  and  refuse  is  collected  on  fixed  days  once  a 
fortnight  in  all  parishes  except  Two,  where  the  collection  is  made 
weekly.  The  refuse  is  deposited  on  Tips  ])rovided  and  maintained 
hy  the  ('ouncil.  In  Two  other  parishes,  refuse  ti])s  arc  provided  ajid 
the  householders  deposit  their  refuse  at  their  own  time.  Out 
of  a total  of  4-, 725  houses,  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  through 
the  (Contractors  from  4,117  houses,  which  leaves  a total  of  (508 
houses  from  which  refuse  is  not  collected,  these  houses  are  situated 
in  the  small  and  scattered  parishes  of  the  District.  The  total  cost 
of  Refuse  ( Collection  for  the  year  was  £1,107  8s.  7d.,  or  an  average 
cost  of  5s.  3|d.  per  house  scavenged.
